Great Northern Strike Averted. 
St. Paul. Feb. 3.—While preparing to 


fight a strike with its several thousand 
employees the Great Northern was snr- 
pri«od with a victory presented to them 
by tho men themselves. Until last night 
no one knew how the vote recently taken 
on the new schedule had gone, though 
everybody seemed fully convinced that it 
had gone ngaiust^he road and in favor of 
a strike. So serious was the outlook con- 
sidered that the Great Northern secured 
several hundred men at Chicago, Denver 
and other cities ami placed them at vari- 
ous points along the road in preparation 
for the expected strike. 
Last night the 


grand chiefs of trainmen and conductors 
arrived and with the grievance commit- 
tee opened and canvassed the vote. Uu- 
der the rules it requires a two-thirds ma- 
jority to order n strike. They n-fiiise to 
give the total vote cast, but it was very 
hea\y, anil there \vas only a dozen major- 
ity for the rejection of the schedule and 
ordering 11 strike, so that there will lie no 
strike. The committee immediately uoti- 
tied General Superintendent Ward and 
began piejmratioiis to return home.

DEPRECATES PABTISAH ATTITUDE 


MARCON! IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


That American Sympathy 


j-'or Two Sontb African Republic* 
fan Be Streniclfacxied by True In- 
formation an to C'aunea of War. 


X-.-w York, Feb. 3.—Montagu \Ybite. 


who r*-iir<->ents th<- Bf»ers in thi> country, 
though not in an official capacity, who 
«ince bis arrival in the country has refus- 
ed interview*. Rave out tbe following 
"taiensent last night: 


"As I have been frequently asked to 


the object of my visit to the 
States' 1 may at the outset clearly 


state that I hare ooine here in the inter- 
ests of peace. I was strongly urged to <lo 
so by American and English friends in- 
stead of Romg to Pretoria, as was my 
original intention. 
; 


"It was contended that sympathy for 


the two republics was rapidly growing in 
America and that it could be deepened 
anjj strengthened by true information as 
to" the character of the Boers and the 
causes of the war. I was given to under- 
stand that the citixens of the United 
States had been at first misled by the dis- 
tortions of fact put forward by the ICho- 
desian cjr capitalistic press in England, 
as well as by the misrepresentations of a 
few interested and irresponsible individ- 
uals in America. 
I was urged to second 


the efforts of local sympathisers iu the 
direction of conciliation and mediation, 
for which I had vainly striven before the 
ortbreak of hostilities. 


"Dr. Leyds, whom I consulted, approv- 


ed of my visit nnd further commissioned 
me 10 inquire into and report upon the 
trend of public feelinpr in the United 
States on the South African question. 


"Cable communications being entirely 


in the hands of the British government, 
it was not possible to obtain credentials 
from the government nt Pretoria. 1 have 
therefore no diplomatic status vis-r.-ris 
the administration at Washington. 
At 


the same time I am convinced that I am 
for the present better able to further my 
cause in an unofficial position than if I 
were hampered by the restrictions of dip- 
lomatic etiquette. 


Comes In Pence Iiite^.it*. 


''I am u citizen of the South African 


Republic, as well as a head official of 
that state, and every American will rec- 
ognize that I owe no apology or explana- 
tion for warmly identifying myself with 
the country to which I owe allegiance. I 
repeat I have come here iu the interests 
of peace, not to stir up strife or to stimu- 
late bitter recrimination, though at times 
it is impossible in stating the ease of the 
republic to 
avoid expressing oneself 


warmly and strongly when criticising the 
"<tnpid and blundering policy of 'bluff' 
which ended iu what Mr. Chamberlain 
justly described by anticipation as an 
'immoral' war. 


"I am of English birth, and I am pioud 


to have belonged to the Enchind of 
Chatham, Burke, Gladstone. Bright and 
tlie other champions of morality and 
right in politics and policy: not. however, 
to the England oC Lord North. Mr. 
Jo- 


seph Chamberlain and Sir Ellis .\sh- 
inead-Bartleti. The principles of the lat- 
ter have unfortunately triumphed during 
the last few years, and Knslnnd has not 
been true to her better traditions. 


"The fact that I have not been able to 


attend and speak at the various pro- 
Boer meetings will, I trust, not be. mis- 
construed. It is not because I lack tho 
courage of my convictions, for I conscien- 
tiously believe the two republics, to be ab- 
solutely in the right. This war v. as forc- 
ed upon them, and the burghers are fight- 
ing to retain their freedom and inde- 
pendence. 


Desires to Avoid 1'oliticH. 


'"Above all. my abstention i.s not due 


to any depreciation or disapproval of 
the efforts of sympathizers to promote 
the cause of the South Airic.v.i states, 
but every one will recognize that it would 
be unwise, as well as improper, for me 
to identify myself with 
any meeting 


where the administration is liable to be 
attacked. 


"It is also of importance for me to 


avoid paity polities. In fact, my strong 
hopr is that Republicans, Democrats and 
other political parties 
in 
the United 


States will sink their differences in re- 
gard to the South African question and 
will simply voice the sentiment of the 
true Ameiican in promoting the cause of 
pe.ice. 


"1 cannot Miftieientl.v (hank Ihe many 


friends who have sacrilieed time, luis-i- 
ies« and liiKiiicnil interests in promoting 
he welfare- of the twn Soiitli African 
.tales by disseminating literatim1 a« to 
the true facts of the ca^e, by promoting 
meetings for the expression of hjmpathy 
nid by subscribing to funds for the re- 
lief of the suffering. 


"I cannot close without gratefully ac- 


knowledging the courtesy nnd considera- 
tion with which I have been treated by 
Lhe representatives of the press in New 
York and elsewhere. 


"My presence' in America has aroused 


i certain amount of curiosity. I was un- 
able to grant interviews for publication, 
but I have spoken fully and freely to 
many journalists and eorrespondenls, and 
my confidence has always been fully re- 
spected."

"When people tiring m what i* now ' 


the eastern part of Cratyli«»:td county, 
Ark., wwjt to bed ou«- uijiht in the latter 
part of December, 1811," fcaid a former 
resident of that region, "they closed 
their eyes on one of the most beautiful 
and fertile .stretches of laud that ever 
mail saw. 
The region IKis a series of 


rolling prairies. mter»j>ensed with, heavy 
forests. The St. Fiancif> river and its 
twiii Mster. the Littl* river, wouud 
through the prairies and around the 
<Hlge» of the wood.-, which ea»t their 
»liatlott-> ou th<- waters from high and 
M>lid lutuk->. \Vheu those residents look- 
ed out upon the prospect presented the 
iiest morning, they must have been sur- 
pri*ed. In place of the rivers and the 
rolling prairies vast lakes spread away 
over the ar«-a. la places above the sur- 
face of tin- largest of these hheets of wa- 
ter so .suddenly brought into existence 
the Uip> of trees could be &een, but iu 
others the woods had been entirely sub- 
merged. The land for 129 miles up and 
down the river and for a width of prob.i- 
bly CO miles had sunk below the surface, 
and ""water had filled the great cavities 
thus formed. The area thus wiped off 
the face of the earth came to be called 
the Sunk lands, aud that is its name to- 
day. 


"Today the entire area of the Sunk 


lands is a chain of great cypress and 
£un> swamps, with here and there an 
extent of old prairie and a remnant of 
ancient forest diversifying the land- 
scape. The eyprt-ss grows luxuriantly in 
the lakes, while the gum trees and a spe- 
cies of sjcamore occupy the swamps. 
The trees are festooned with a massive 
growth of parasitic vines and mosses, 
The valley ib probably the most pictur- 
esque stietch of aquatic scenery in the 
entiie bcmth. Steamboats make their way 
at a favorable season of the year in the 
toituous course through the long and 
narrow vi«tas beneath the overhanging 
and moss hirng trees, the rivers still ie- 
tainiug their old names, the St. Francis 
bc-ing navigable from its month, near 
Helena, on the Mississippi, for 200 miles. 


"To the canoeist the weird lakes of the 


Arkansas Sunk lands offer a paradise, 
especially if he is a lover of sport with 
the rod and gun. 
Tkuy teeui with tht: 


best game fish and swarm with \\ilil 
fowl of the choicest species. In the gum 
and syciunoiti swamps the beaver, otter, 
mink, raccoon aud 'possum are as abun- 
dant today as they ever were anywhere. 
Black bass, southern bass, a rare ami 
gamv speckled trout of unexcelled fla\oi, 
which grows to seven pounds in weight; 
sun perch, gar, the most enminons c.it- 
5:jh and a nsn known down there as the 
silver sided peich give the anglei who 
seeks the Sunk lauds lakes sudi s>poit n<- 
he will never foiget. 
The silver sidcil 


perch I never saw anywhere else. It is 
the handsomest fish 1 ever looked at and 
is as gamy as a black bass. 1 caught one 
of the catfish of those waters once that 
weighed 90 pound*. The old negro who 
lowed my boat declared it was a le- 
viathan of the deep, and it was a levia 
than of that deep, and no mistake. 


"If any one should ask me where to go 


fishing. I should send him down to the 
Sunk lands by all odds. 
Those wa- 


ters have one drawback perhaps to the 
modern southern tourist—there are no 
alligators there. But they've got the next 
thing to them—gars 11 feet long.'1—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

in the Hawaiian Islands which never 
take a drink of water throughout the 
whole course of their lives. 


On all the islands the upper altitudes 


of the mountains are given np to cattle 
niug«.'.<- The cattle run wild from the 
nine they are born until they are rounded 
up to be sc-nt to the slaughter house. Es- 
<t>i>t during possibly two or three mouths 
••>! the rainy season, there are no streams 
or pools of water in any part where the 
cattle range. 


Knt everywhere there grows a recum- 


bt-ut, jointed grass known by the native 
name of maninia. This is both food and 
drink. Horses and cattle grazing on it 
neither require wat*r nor drink it when 
offered. 


Our first experience with this fact was 


ua a trip to Ilaleakala. A party were 
mounted on horses which had just been 
brought in from the range. The journey 
they made was 14 miles, in which dis- 
tance they ascend about 9,000 feet. 


The party started in the afternoon and 


| about sunset halted for supper. 
They 


thought it strange that the horses should 
leave a feed of grain to nibble the scanty 
grass which crew near by, but were will- 
ing to trust their instinct in the matter. 


However, before starting they insisted 


that they be given water. The native 
guide demurred to this, saying 
they 


didn't need it, but with the goqd natured 
complaisance of his race yielded to re- 
quests and led a detour of about a mile, 
which brought the party to a ranch 
house, where there was a well; but, to 
the utter amazement and stupefication of 
the travelers, the horses would not drink. 


They took it' as another case of in- 


stinct and assumed that the water for 
some reason was not good and so re- 
frained from drinking it themselves. It 
was not until the return, the second day. 
to Kawaapae that the travelers learned 
the secret of the wonderful maninia 
grass.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

In the Chinese languages there are 10,-

dia aud which contains, according to the 
latest calculations, 07,042 words. In the 
Tui-Ush language there are 22J530 words, 
and thus it is richer than the Spanish 
and some other European languages. A 
singular fact is that aborigines, as a 
rule, have very limited vocabularies. The 
Kaffirs of South Africa have at their dis- 
posal not more than S,000 words, and 
the natives of Australia uf-e only 2,000 
words.—New York Herald.
